Hydrophobia Starts from Polecats. 

Hvutcnins, Texas, March 1, 1889.—Editors 
Constitution: I bave read your report of the Wom. 
mack case of hydrophobia with very great interes: 
and I sincerely hope something of material benefit 
may arise from the inquiries. In this country their 
is a popular belief among the rural inhabitants that 
rabies or h; drophobiais inherent in the common 
skunk or polecat which are very numerous and of 
which there seems to be two species: One, smalier 
than the other, being striped in color, while the 
Other species is white and biack spotted. The 
striped cat isthe one that issuid to communicate 
this dreadful disease to what or whomsoever it 
bites. I haveheard repeatedly that.it would some- 
times enter the dwellings at night and inflict its 
bite while the victims were asleep. I have also read 
and heard a similiar belief in regard to the Spitz 
dog. I am aware that the above affords but very 
scant information on the subject, but where so 
litthe that is reliable is known of this dreadful 
curse, I thought this little might serve at least asa 
‘“*pointer’’ in unmagking this fell destroyer, so much 
dreaded, yet so little known.

A Madstone Fails—Chain the Dogs. 

Eprirons Constrrution: Madstone is the 
modern name applied to bezoar stone, which is a 
calculous concretion sometimes foundin the stom- 
ach of certain ruminant animals, oftenest in the 
different species of the deer family. 

At one time it was regarded asan unfailing anti- 
dote in cases of the bites of serpents, rabid animals 
andthe sting of poisonous insects, and was by 
equal weight more valuable than the diamond, 
The Arabs were once great believers in tts effi- 
ciency, and tothe wealthy sick among them this 
stone oiten, having been pulverized, was adminis~ 
tered internally. The poor could not afford so 
costly a medicine. 

Modern cheinists tell us that it possesses about the 
same absorbent qualities and medicinal properties 
ot chalk, 

I have in-my possession, a bezoar stone taken 
from the stomach ofa deer killed in the eastern part 
of this state over a hundred years azo. I have 
another taken from a Florida deer some eight orten 
yearsago. The first is kidney shaped, and weighs 
about four ounces. The other egg-shaped, and 
weighs about two ouuces, The first, since in my 
pos ession, has been tried in a number of Cases of 
mad dog bites. 

J, of course, had not the remostest faith in its 
eflicienecy, but gladly loaned it to.the afflicted. 
It has been sent for from neighboring counties, and 
inthe spring of 18851 Ict it go as far as the state of 
Mississippi. I have received inguiries through the 
mail from various states, and fiom seemingly intel. 
ligent people, expressing themselves as if not in the 
least doubting its efficacy. 

Several years ago I had a proposition thruogh the 
then editor of ourloca! paper, Mr.!O.{D. Gormau,from 
a gentleman in Ohio, wishing to buy the madstone, 
I priced # to him veryjbigh, and, although Mr. @ r- 
man suggested that I falla bit, I lold him no, that 
if | humbugged the Ohioan at all I should humlug 
him Sur rd. 

In the fall of 1884, Mr. Marion McFarland, of this 
county, was atlacked, when alone in the field, by a 
Strange dog, and bitien inthe face, The dog, after 
attacking Mr. McFarland, madeits way to Tolbot- 
ton, and alter having becn pursued several miles 
out was kilied. It wascertainly rabid, as its man- 
ner so impressed quite anumber of persone by bit- 
ing and snapping at every animal or person it came 
in contact with, besides foaming at the mouth. Dr. 
Grigezs, of Columbns, treated Mr. McFar- 
land, and to. gratify him or his family. 
he sent almost immediately for my celebrated mad- 
stone. It was applied, but did not adhere. Two or 
three days afterwards I visited Mr. McFarland, and 
alter dipping the stone in fresh sweet milk, made 
another application with same result—did not 
SLICK, 

We all exdeavored to persuade the bitten gentle- 
man that there was no virus in his system, that the 
dog was not mad, told him that it had crossed 
branches of waterand creeks, and that a mad dog 


would not cross water. Told him that fit wasa dog 
escaped from some gentlemen, who'only a few days 
before had started to Florida throngh the country 
with a pack of dogs, did not let him know that it 
Gad been killed, or that anybody else thought that 
it was mad. 

Two days afterwards Mr. M. came to Talbotton 
an offered to return the madstone; he was cheer- 
fulaud talked a long while to me, seemed to have 
rallied from his mental depressions and | hoped he 
would have no more serious trouble about the mat- 
ter. A few hours afterward he returned home and 
while in conversation with his family he was 
thrown into a convulson at the sight ofa little 
pet dog on the place, and which up 
to that time had given him no 
trouble. Atshort intervals for twelve oz: eighteen 
hours, convulsions returned, when Mr, McFarland 
died. He wasa Strong, healthy, robust man of 
about forty-five or fiity years. He remained perfectly 
rational to the last, complained of a choking, suffo- 
cating sensation: towards tle last would go into 
conyulsigns at the sight of water, and refused to eat 
or drink anything.

I 
knowed snow, nor sleet, nor nothing wouldn’t 
keep Captain Dewberry away, and I seen by 
the way Cousin Pink kep on gwine to the 
shelf a lookin at herself in my piece of broke 
lookin glass, and a pullin at ber bangs, that 
she was a looking for Mr. Turnipseed. 

Fap he come in the settin’ room and lent 
his cheer agin the jam and lit his pipe, and 
looked like he was plum glad the party was 
broke up. ‘‘Nobody thats got a thimble full 
of sense would go out sich anight as this,” 
says hea flingin on a piece of light’ood. 

Just then we hearn some body say whioa, at 
the gate, and it was the boys with a big 
earry-all they hired from ole Josh. a nigger 
that runs it twix town and the springs. Josh 
lowed he knowed the road easy, snow or no 
snow, and could take us thar and back 
‘*’th’out any botheration.”” When we gals 
bundled up to start, pap he looked like he 
thought we wasall gwine plum distracted, but 
he helt his tongue. Aunt Mahaly was at our 
house, and she was high up for gwine; she 
never lets nothing set her back if she wants to 
goany whar.

The Next Postal Keform. 
Pr. Leonard W. Bacon, in the Forum. 

Rural delivery of mai! has been in operation 
for many yearsin England. Dr, Bacon advyo- 
cates that system for this country. 


He answers the natural ol jection that it will 


be much more expensive in the United States 
than in mofe densely populated England, by 
saying: 

Is thereany reason why it is harder to deliver 
letters toa population ofa given density in America, 
than toa population of like density anywhere else” 
Given the same density of popuiation, is it more 
difticuit to deliver letters to every house in Massa- 
chusetis than to every house in Switzerland? But 
Massachusetts is 25 per cent more densely peopled 
than Switzerland. Are the square milesifi Scotland 
any easier for the postman to get over than the 
#quare miles in Rhode Isiand? But there are 10) 
Scoi:chmen to the square mile, and every man of 
them has his letters promptly brought to him; there 
are 25! Rhode Islanders to the square mile—nearly 
two and a hali times as many—and (out 
side of five chief cities) they can 
have their letters by going to the postoffice and call- 
ing forthem, The entire states of Massachusetts, 
Khode Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Penns lvania, and Maryland had, every one of 
them, in 1580, a population of over ninety to the 
Square mile, and according to the rate of growth 
have now much more than one hundred. In 1580, 
25,000 square miles—ope sixtieth of the settled area 
of the United States—had a population of 
ninety or more to the square mile; and 
255,000 square wiles, or more than one- 
sixth of the settled area, had a density of 
forty five or more. But this estimate, made ten- 
years ayo, and made by counties, not by postal pres 
cincts,zives little idea of the'areas which might,with 
economy and even with profit to the postoflice de- 
partment, be covered by -deiiveries, more frequent 
in the thicker settlements and less frequentin the 
others, A very moderate measure of reform would 
bring within reach of the postman by far the 
greater part of the people of the United States with 
whom communication by mail is now an uneertain 
matter. What need binder the immediate. adoption 
of an act providing that carriers shall (not may) be 
emplo;jedin every township containing more than 
400 people to the square mile? This wouid do fora 
begining, An enterprising postmaster-general might 
prepure inaterial for further legislation by requiring 
every postmaster to report on@he density and dis- 
tribution of the population of his district, with 
other particulars bearing on the subject, If only 
this functionary should somehow be relived of the 
duty of locking after elections, doubtless matters 
like this would receive his attention.

Coffee and Its Effect. 
From: the Medical Times. 

The great virtue of coffee is that it stimu- 
lates and refreshes, these properties being due to 
eaffeinec. Italso contains gum and sugar, fat, acids, 
caseine and wood fibre. Like tea, it powerfully in- 
creases the respiration, but, unlike it, does not affect 
itsdepth. By its use the rate of the pulse is in- 
creased and the action of the skin diminished. It 
is a mental stimulus ofa high order. Carried to ex- 
cess, it produces abnormal! wakefulness, indigestion, 
acidity, heartburn, tremors, debility, irritability of 
temper, trembling, irregular pulse, a kind of intoxi- 
cation ending in delirium and great injury to the 
spinal functions. Unfortunately, there are many 
cofiee tipplers who depend upon it as a drunkard 
upon his dram. On the other hand, coffee is of 
sovereign efficacy in tiding over the neryous system 
in emergencies.

“In the secluded Jim-Jam valley of the San

What Mr. Whitney Did for Our Navy in 1888 

A review of the warships of the world con- 
structed during 1888, shows that the United 
States has made more progress than any ¢oun- 
try. She has jaunched and under construction 
more and better new type cruisers than any 
country except England, which has launched 
the Nile, alarger ship than any of ours, and 
a number of others about half as large as our 
cruisers. We launched five new type cruisers 
and have ten under way. 

But our vreat advantage is in bringing out 
the Vesuvius, which, with its three fifteen inch 
dynamite guns that will drop 600 pounds of 
nitro-gelatine on the deck of aship a mile off, 
is the most formidable craft afloat and a terror 
to the strongest ship in the world.

This 
tank was some seventy feet long, thirty feet wide, 
and, as J learned afterward, about thirty feet deep, 
having been constructed at a greagexpense. While 
waiting patiently for developments, I found thatthe 
liquid was being lowered, or let out, by some means, 
Soon a smooth, black surface appeared to view, and 
as the water continued to recede, I became aware 
that a captive whale was on exhibition. S5ur- 
prised at not having to pay any admission fee, I was 
soon made aware of the reason. A frame work had 
been constructed, on which the animal rested, and 
soon an expert milkman was engaged in extracting 
for the consumptives whaloid (or whale’s milk), 
which was greedily absorbed at five shillings per 
glass. This plan seems to be identical with that of 
the milkmey in Naples, who lead a cow to the door 
and deliver the fluidinthe presence of the con- 
sumer, sothat the latter can be satisfied that no 
illegal dilution is indulged in. I had hardly recoy- 
ered from my surprise at this unique idea of getting 
nature’s own emulsions when I was to encounter a 
severer shock. Joining the throng who were leav- 
ing, I found myself drifting further down the street 
toward Southampton row.

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The Chinese On ’Change. 
F. G. Carpenter, in New York World. 

In company with Mr. Charles Denby, the 
son of our minister, went at 7 o’clock one morning 
into the crowded Chinese city. We wound our way 
through streets so narrow that only donkeys and 
men could pass through them, through passages 
where men had to wc'k« sidewise in order to get 
by each other, and finally found ourselves in a 
long, tow building which looked more like a cattle 
shed than a business room. It was lighted from the 
roof and was filied with from five hundred toa 
thousand round-headed, pig-tailed, yellow-faced 
men, each of whom seemed to be yelling at the top 
of his voice and each pushing its fingers into the 
face of his neighbor. These men were buving and 
selling silver dollars, just as our brokers do in Wall 
street, and they made more fuss than all the bulls 
and bears of New York. 

At 8 o'clock the rate was fixed for the day 
and the news was ‘telegraphed’ by means of 
carrier pigeons to the various banks of the city. 
The pigeons of Peking are largely used for mes- 
sengers, and they are, perhaps, the only pigeons in 
the world that whistle, As they fly through the air 
they make a whistling sound which, in the case of 
a flock, sounds like a whole school of boys opera- 
ting tin whistles at the same time, This noise 
comes from actugl whistles which are tied to their 
tail feathers*by their owners, and the noise of which 
scares away the hawks from them. Itis a curious 
sound, and I heardit many times before I could 
fiud out from whence itcame. They are the ticks» 
ers of the Chinese banker, and they give him all 
the quotations. 

BIG FOREIGN BANKS. 

The foreign banks which do business in China 
have large capital stocks, and they pay big divi- 
dends, The Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking 
company, forinstance, has a paid up capital of 
$7,500,000, 
prietors are liable for $7,500,000 in addition tothe 
capital. It pays interests on deposits of six months 
at the rate of four percent, and two per cent per 
annum on daily balances. It has immense cS ‘ab- 
lishments throughout the east, and its banking 
office here at Shanghai will compare in size and ap. 
pointments with the best banks of Wall street or 
London, 

Speaking Of the credit system, there are large 
stores run by oreign merchants at Shanghai, Hong 
Kong, Tien-Tsin and at all the ports of Japan. 
These have stocks of goods which would se}l in any 
American city, and the most of their business is 
with foreigners. Itis nearly all done on credit. 
The silver dollar is so heayy that it takes more than 
a pound of silver to-_pay a ten-dollar gold purchase, 
aud the result is everything ischargedand settled at 
the end of.the month. The purchager signs what 
is called a ‘‘chit,’’ a little slip otf paper stating that 
he has made the purchase and these are kept until 
the account is rendered by the proprietor. If the 
foreigner takesadiink at the bar or treats his 
friends he writes outa chit. If he playsa game of 
billiards another chit, and if he buys shoes or sugar 
he renders the account in chits. That you are un- 
known to the storekeeper makes no difference, Any 
man looking halfdecent can get creditin China,and 
Iam surprised at the carelessness manifested in such 
matters, a carelessness which, however, does not 
extend to Chinamen. The Chinese themselves do 
business largely on credit and eyery Chinaman of 
note has his bank account. 

A great deal of the money lending in China is 
done on somewhat the same plan as aur building 
association. It is more often in companies of ten 
who club together and agree to put so much into a 
common fund which shall be loaned in the first in- 
stance to the man getting up the company. At the 
end ofthe second year or six months or month, as 
itmay be, another contribution is levied and this 
goes tothe second man, andsoon until each has 
had the use ofan equal amount of money, and the 
whole matter is so graduated that each member of 
the ciub is fairly treated as to interest and capital. 

China is full of these small associations and there 
isno country in the world where the art of organi- 
zation has been carried to such an extent by the 
different branches of capital and labor as here. 
Cven the beggars have their organizations and tie 
bankert have their trades uuions, which regulate 
how allthe banks connected with them shall co 
business. The Shanghai bankers’ guild fixes the 
charges of fifty~five of the banks ot Shanghai, a# 

China is one of the oldest banking nations in the 
world. The people had banks of deposit and dis- 
count as far back as 2600 B. C., and the interest 
laws of China da'e back 200 years before the discoy- 
ery of America. 

A New Kind of Intemperance. 
From the Buffalo Courier. 

If one-half of what the doctors are saying all 
over the country is true there may soon be a greater 
need of a temperance reform among the women 
than there ever has been among the men. Strong 
drink, however, isnot the monster by which the 
women may be enslaved, but astrongand poisonous 
drug equally baneful in its effect. This drug is 
antipyrine. The chemical name for it is ‘‘aimethy- 
loxyquimzini,’’ but as it is rather long and might 
not be easily pronounced by ladies who are not 
orthographical experts, 1t has been called simply 
antipyrine and appears as such in the medical 
books. Itis a white powder, slightly bitter, and 
soluable in water. Until about a year ago it was 
prescribed for fevers only,buta Freneh medical col- 
lege recommended it for headaches and other pains 
and disorders, and in this way it has gained its grasp 
on so many thoughtless and nervous women, In 
Chicago and many other places it 1s said that the 
hatitis gaining with alarming rapidity, for the 
women take it for every ill, and cannot believethat 
itsfsoothing effect can have any evil results until 
the habit is thoroughly fixed upon them. It pro 
duces different results under different circumstances 
and, like many other preparations, varies according 
to the size of the dose. Inilarge doses it bas been 
known to produce complete relaxation and at the 
same time a loss of reflex action and death. In 


“moderate or tonic doses it often. produces conyul- 


sions. Itseffect as a stimulant ‘seems to be very 
much like that of quinine, and the physicians say 
that they do not understand the hold it gets on 
VOWUIeL.

The Future of the Negro. 

Frofessor W. 8, Scarborough {n the Forum. - 

The negro question from the negro’s stand- 
point is, in brief, the character of the article. 

After considering three ways of settling the 
negro problem, first by voluntary justice to 
him by the whites, second by federal interfer- 
ence, and third by disfranchisement, he con- 
cludes as follows: 

If none of these courses can produce a settlement, 
with the negro in the south, he must leave it. This 
isthe only alternative fraught with more of good 
than evil to all, leading to greater promise for htm: 
self than he could hope for where conflict is a con- 
stant menace. I firmly believe this to be the wisest 
plan andthe one which will ultimately be carried 
out. The various movements which have taken 
place when liberty of speech and action seemed 
purchased at too great a price by remaining, all 
look to thisstep. He is beginning to see that vigor 
and blood are wasted to a large degree by endeavor- 
ing to cope with any situation where security is de- 
pendent upon either southern sufferanee or con- 
gressional aid alone. But where will he go? West, 
where other Americans are turning? He is already 
noting the breadth of that territory, and the great 
middle class will see a brighter future awaiting 
them there, 

But this removal must be a voluntary one, and it 
must not be en masse, but gradual. I do not mean 
by this that the negro should colonize; far from it. 
Hisleaders know that colonization would be his 
death-knell, The isolation ofany race as a distinctive 
people in one large solid body in any part of a 
country méans retrogression. In this case it would 
in time become an imperium in imperio, and the 
question which is now considerad such a ‘“‘eancer’’ 
would be but shifted from our shoulders to those of 
our descendents, who, if not vastly wiser grown, 
would find the cancer of too malignant-a type for 
cure, because of its stronger hold and magnitude, 

As a member of that race, I believe the negro is 
looking over the whole situation as a patriot should 
view it—with an eye not only to his own prosperous 
growth, but to that of the American people, of 
whom he considers himself an jnseparablu part. 
With such a view he can but take that step which 
will lead from present troubles toa fruition of ‘his 
hopes—to be a& man among men and notsimply a 
negro,

Novels as Weapons. 

Goldwin Smith in the Independent. 

The sensation caused by Robert Elsmere 
shows what a powerful engine the novel may 
be made in propagating ideas on any subject 
that vitally interests people. 

The facility with which novelists can supply 
facts to prove their conclusions makes a prop- 
agandist novel about as dangerous as a scythe 
blade slung round in acrowd. The author of 
the above article makes some-timely remarks 
on the subject: 

The great masters of fiction are true to their cail- 
ing, They, like the great dramatists, simply hold 
the mirror up tonature. They never pervert their 
art to any inartistic object. There is nothing in 
them polemical or propagandist, This is notably 
true of him whois still the greatest of them all. 
Walter Seott, in real life, was an ardent and active 
partisan, and this at a time when party feeling ran 
very high. He said that he should like to cleave 
the heads of radicals with his yeomanry sabre: he 
contributed to a violent party journel; he was suffi- 
ciently blinded by his toryism to worship George 
1V., and he falls into astonishing ectasies at the 
coronation of that august be ng. But when he dons 
the novelist he doffs the partisan; and though he 
introduces political characters and events in 
abundance, it would be hardly possible to tell from 
anything in Waverly, Old Morality, The Bride of 
Lammermour, or The Legend of Montrose, whether 
the author was a whig or a tory. Rousseau is the 
first grand master of this trick of literary ventrilo- 
quism, since become so common, by which a moral, 
social or religious innovator or partisan givei utter- 
ance to bis own ideas through the imaginary char. 
acters who are at the same time invested with ficti- 
tious authority by his art. He was the first who 
learned to suborn moral beauty to become his min- 
ister in his dissemination of questionable opinions. 
Burke included the author of the Nouvelle Heloise 
among the philosophers whén_ he protested against 
‘the endeavor to interest the heart in favor of im- 
mural, irregular and illegal actions on account of 
the particular touching circumstances that May 
happen to attend the commission or the punishment 
of them.”’ 

“T have observed,”’ he says, “that the philosoph- 
ers, inorder toinsinuate their polluted atheism 
into young minds, sytematically flatter all their pas- 
sions, natural and unnatural. They explode or ren- 
der odious or contemptible that class of virtues which 
restfain the appetite. These are at least nine outot 
ten of the virtues. In the place of all this they 
substitute a. virtue which they call humanity or 
benevolence. By these means their morality has 
no idea in it of morality or restraint, or indeed of a 
distinet settled principle of any kind: When their 
c sciples are thus left free and guided only by pres- 
é. * feeling. they are no longer to be depended upon 
fo. good orevil. The men who today snatch the 
worst criminals from justice will murder the most 

nnocent persons tomorrow.’’ 

Bulwer may be classed in this respect with Rous- 
seau. The author of Pelham, Night and Morning, 
and Eugene Aram was haileé by the moral and so- 
cial revolutionists of his day as the apostle ofa 
more liberal philosophy ofcharecter. On his mer- 
its as a philosopher, Burke had pronounced judg- 
mentinadvance. He wasa faithful imitator of 
Rosseau in his combination of high-pitched senti. 
ment with conduct by no means high-pitched. We 
had decisive and scandalous proof of the sort of 
moral beauty which this man of exquisite senti- 


ment before the worid presented in his own home. 

“Dickens in his exposure of Stiggins can hardly 
be said to be more polemical than Molierein his 
exposnre of Tartuffe, though this part of Pickwick 
was bitterly resented at the time by the class against 
whom it was supposed to te leveled: but he is de- 
cided!iy polemical in bis attacks upon the Poor Law 
and the Model Prison System. In both eases he 
fully exemplifies the dangerous license Of contro- 
versial fiction, which can cofn facta in support of its, 
case without being restrained by the rules of verac: 
ity, and freely fabricates the evidence upon which 
it claims the reader's verdict in the cause. Whether 
the pew Poor Law was the best that could be 
devised or not, it was unquestionably a great 
improvement on the previous state of things; it had 
the approval of men whose humanity was as 
unquestionable as their good sense; and Dickens's 
description of its administration is a libel. Nor is 
thecompanion travesty of the Model Prison as a 
system of coddling, less at variance with facts. 
Fome of Charlies Reade’s novels are pamphlets 
under a thin disguise. Inthe one relating to the 
Model Prison System he gets upon the same ground 
as Dickens, and it is instructive to compare the two 
versions of the same thing. Dickens paints the 
Model Prison as a place in which mauidin 
philanthropy treats hypocritical rascality with 
fatuous indulgence; Reade paintsit as a torture 
house presided over by a fiend. Each of them has 
given the reins to his {imaginatlon and has been 
carried by it far beyond the bounds of fact and sense, 
though they have been ran away with in opposite 
directions, 

Memorable above all political and social novels is 
Uncie Tom’s Cabin, which had no small share in 
bringing on a civil wat. The ashes of that civil war 
still glow too warm for a cool and final estimate of 
the gcod or evil done by the novel. Ofthe effects 
which may be sometimes produced by writings of 
this class and the importance of bringing fhem 
underthe rules and restraints of morality, Uncle 
Tom's Cabin is, at all events, a tremendous proof, 


Living Types of Prehistoric Men. 
From the New York Sun, 

When Colonel Grant was descending the 
Nile from Victoria Nyanza, a native, who had 
traveled far, told him that hundreds of miles 
southwest of the lake, in Katanga, the great 
copper country, he had seen caves so high that 
frqyn a camel’s back he could not have touched 
their roofs with a spear. One of them, he said, 
was fourhundred yards wide, and he pene- 
trated it from sunrise till noon, emerging at 
last on the other side of the mountain. No 
credence was given this story until Mr. Arnot, 
who returned from the Katanga country a 
while ago, said that he had seen these caves 
and the people who inhabit them. Itis to be 
regretted that his work in other directions pre- 
vented him from thoroughly studying these 
remarkable Sombwe caves and their tenants, 
but he promises upon his return next spring to 
make them the object of careful research. 

The mountain range where these caves are 
found is about 400 miles northwest of Lake 
sangweolo. On the precipitous south face 
these mountains Arnot saw, ata aistance, holes 
here and there, dotted like rabbit warrens over 
the front of the range. These are the entrances 
to the caves, and Arnot was astonished by 
their large number. One cave, he says, has 
two entrances, the distance between the open- 
ing being five miles. In some caves there are 
streams of runuing water. The walls have 
the appearance of pumice stone, and limestone 
strata [were also found. In the caves and 
around their mouths live thousands ofjnatives, 
They till their millet fieldsin front of their 
subterranean homes, and store their food in 
them. The explorer found them a wild but 
peace-loving people. 

It was not known until recently how great 
isthe number of people whose homes find 
their prototype in the lake dwellings of pre- 
historic times: For hundreds of miles along 
the south and east coasts of New Guinea, in 
many asheltered inlet and bay, are large 
villages, numbering sometimes a hundred 
huts or more, bailt on piles in the water and 
accessible from the shore only by canoes. 
Thus like prehistoric man they guard their 
homes against sudden surprise. Cameron 
introduced us to picturesque Lake Mohrya 
in Central Africa and the large collection of 
huts raised high on stilts above its placid 
surface. The tenants of these lake dwell- 
ings till their fields on shore, retiring when 
night comes or danger threatens to the se- 
curity of theirlake huts. Young discovered 
hundreds of natives living in the edge of the 
great Lake Nyassa and reproducing phases 
of life that are thought to be identical with 
those of the ancient Swiss lake dwellers. 
But not untill long after these discoveries 
were made was it known that probably hun- 
dreds of thousands ot African moor canoes un- 
der their huts and reach the rude ‘floor above 
by means of ladders.| 

Along many of the Congo southern and 
northern Zambesi tributaries these villages 
built of piles are seen by scores. Not a few 
tribes build their houses on marshy and 
overflowed land, to render their villages dif- 
ficult of approach. Many other tribes, par- 
ticularly along the Congo tributaries, in- 
habit lands that are subject to periodical in- 
undations, and they sensibly raise their gable- 
roofed cabins several feet above high water 
mark to keep out of the wet.

PLAN OF THE ALLIANCE EXCHANGE 


Commissioner Henderson Tells About the Farmers 
of Georgia and the Alliance Work—Mr. John P. 
Fort Closes His Series of Letiers to Farmers— 
Testimony From Mr. R. A. Nisbet. 

—— 


The farmers’ page thls morning is held by 
four men. Mr. R. A. Nesbit testifies that the 
best work done in Georgia to solve the farmers 
problem has been done by THE CONSTITUTION ; 
the Hon. Felix Corput discusses with force 
and clearness the operation of the Alliance Ex- 
change that aims to bring the farmer face to 
face with the factory and redeem him from 
dependence; Commissioner Henderson and 
Mr. Redding tell of the actual condition of 
Georgia farming and the effect the alliance 
has had ov it. There is much food for thought 
in this page and we commend it to all classes. 


MR. CORPUT AND THE EXCHANGE. 


We print below the first full exposition of 
the proposed work of the Alliance exchange 
of Georgia that has yet been published. It is 
an authorized interview with Hon. Felix 
Corput, the head of the exchange, prepared 
with his approval and submitted to him. 

This exchange when carried out will 
eeriously affect the relations of agriculture 
and trade. It is, therefore, of the highest in- 
terest to both the merchant and the farmer, 
and we commend to both classes a close, im- 
partial and thoughtful perusal of the follow- 
ing statement. One thing may be said; Mr, 
Corput is earnest in his convictions, honest in 
his expression, frank and open in all he says; 
nm capital business man, successful and posi- 
tive, and of fine executive ability.  Iis 
associate directors are well chosen—earnest, 
active, honest and capabie men as a whole— 
and many of them men of unusual ability. 
Inder control of Mr. Corput and his associates 
the principle of trade co-operation will have the 
fairest possible experiment—worked out with- 
out trickery, or prejudice, and with no object 
gave to profit the farmers and thereby profit 
the community at large. 


Ex-Mayor Corput was found Thursday at 
the Kimball house, where he presided over a 
meeting of the board of directors of the Alli- 
ance Exchange. He accorded to a member of 
Tun CONSTITUTION staff.a full interview, of 
which the following is an authorized version : 

“Mr. Corput, I want to publish the detailed 
plan for organizing and carrying out the Alli- 
ance Exchange.’’ 

‘‘Knowing no reason why it should be with- 
held from the public I am willing to give you 
a statement of our probable business course.’”’ 

‘‘Let us trace yeur work step by step. First 
you will try to have the $200,000 capital sub- 
scribed ?’’ 

“That is already subscribed. The county 
a) ia ices have taken that amount in round 
figures. Under the charter we cannot com- 
mence business until $50,000, or twenty-five 
per cent of the capital, is actually paid in.” 

“Your nextstep then will be to have the 
$50,000 paid ?”’ 

“Yes. Of this we have perhaps $10,000 al- 
ready in bank. Several counties have raised 
their quota. Many others are at work, and we 
hope to have the full amount paid in within 
ninety days.”’ 

“With the $50,000 actually paid in what 
would be your next step?” 

‘To advertise for bids from cities for the lo- 
cation of the exchange. Whatever city we 
select will bec6me a central trading point for 
31,900 Georgia alliances, ecimbracing over 
80,000 Georgia farmers. The commercial 
advantages ofhis would be enormous. The 
exchange wovid not attempt tohandleanything 
except probably the heaviest articles of trade. 
The buyers for farmers therefore getting their 
meat and guano from the exchange, might buy 
their crockery, dry goods and all lighter ar- 
ticles of cominerce from the merchants of the 
city in which we were located. There are 
other advantages which will be developed be- 
Jow. We will make it tothe interest of any 
wide awake city to secure the exchange, and 
concentrate the vast business of the farmers 
within its limits; When we considered 
all the bids, we would locate in the city that 
offered best advantages.”’ 

‘Once located, what would be your next 
siop?”’ 

‘Unless we secure a building as a gift, we 
would either build or rent a commodious 
house. We woald not need a central location, 
as our trade would not depend on the passing 
crowd.”’ 

“And your building secured, what would 
you do then?” 

‘J-Seure the very best business talent that 
eould be had to administer every department 
of the exchange. Those who. predict we 


would put new hands at the helm are mis- 


taken.” 
**Your working force emploved and

‘The first thing would be to study thorough- 


ly the currents of trade. We would take an 


article of eommon use, such as plows. 


would find out just how many hands a pléw 
passed through from the factory to the field, 
and how inany prefits were added to the ma- 
chinery cost. We would then go to the factory 
and get the contract price on say 10,000 plows

three or four hands before they reach 
the farmer, and that men travel to sell them. 
You are selling a forty dollar sewing machine 
with Tue Constitution at seventeen dollars, 
simply because you buy direct from the factory 
and ship direct tothe buyer. We propose to 
dothe same thing with farm inrplements, 
guanos and all heavy lines of farmers’ goods. 
We do not think of wiping out the middle 
man, but there isa cumbrous and expensive 
waste of second, third and fourth bands that 
we shall abridge.” 

‘‘Tlow will you treat the subject of fertil- 
izers ?”’ 

“That is another point of interest. We 
shall get terms from the oil mills or induce the 
building of others. The cotton seed that the 
farmer sells for $11 yields to the oil mill an in- 
come of something like $25. Allowing 
$4 a ton for handling—an excessive 
cost—that leaves a net profit of $10 to 
the millon every ton. This is simply exces- 
sive. By combining our shipments of seed, 
and our purchase of fertilizers, we could build, 
orhave built, an oil mill that will agree to 
take our seed and give us in _ return 
a guaranteed amount of . cotton seed 
meal, or fertilizers, and based on such prices 
as will divide with the farmer the 
approximate ten dollars profit per ton 
now made — entirely by the mills. 
On all lines of heavy goods we propose 
to bring the farmer as nearas possibleto the 
factory, and deliver hiin his goods bought at 
spot cash, and’sold at spot cash with simply 
the cost of a single exchange added.”’ 

“Hiow much business can your exchange 
transact ?’’ 

“We should not aim to do 
volume of business. We want the 
exchange to be a great option house. This 
would sccure prices ona leading article, say 
meat, and advertise to the farmer ‘‘We will 
seil meat for cost, and cost of handling at, say 
eight cents.”’ Ife goes to Ameri- 
cus, for example, and the mer- 
chant charges him ten cents. He say® ‘I 
ean buy of the state exchange at eight cents. 
If you will sell me as cheap, freight added, I 
Will buy of you.” If the merchant agrees, we 
want him to buy of his local merchant. If the 
merchant does not agree to meet our prices, 
then the farmer can get relicf by coming to 
us.”’ 

‘‘Tiow will you carry those members of the 
ailiance who are without individual credit?” 

“We have not worked that out yet, but we 
will probably adopt what I understand’ the 
Texas plantobe. Let us that a sub- 
alliance at Cyrus has forty members. A -por- 
tion of these can pay cash for what they want. 
A portion have got mereantile credit. A 
portion are good men but poor, and without 
commercial credit, and a portion have no 
credit and deserve none. I divided this suppo- 
Sitious alliance into these four’ classes 
because they the classes with which 
we will have to deal. Now, the snb-al- 
liance mects to make up its order for getting 
meat and implements. There is no trouble 
about the men who put up the = cash. 
There is no trouble about the men who have 
good credit. . Then come the Third portion 
who are -poor but deserving, industrious and 
honest. The trade agent of the sub-alliance, 
with perhaps an associate board, then takes a 
mortgage onthe farm or the crop of these 
members, just such a business paper as a mer- 
chant would take, and enters the orders of 
these men with the orders of the others 
that are -already entered. The _ trade 
agent of the sub-alliance then makes 
a sub-ailiance note for the entire amount 
minus the cash. The cash with the sub-alli- 
ance note is then forwarded to the trade agent 
of the county alliance. Itlreaches there with 
the cash and papers of the other sub-alliances 
of the county. The county agent then takes 
the notes of the sub-alliance, discounts these 
notes with those banks with which an arrange- 
ment forthis purpose has been made, and 
forwards the cash all together tothe state 
agent. Thisis placed to the credit of the 
county agent. We then fillthe order of the 
county alliance, having no such thing asa 
‘time’ price. ‘The members who give notes get 
goods at precisely the same _ price as 
those who send cash, deducting solely the ex- 
change paid to the bank for discounting their 
-note,”’ 

‘*Now work this credit system backward for

‘See how simple itis. The state exchange 
sells forcash. The county agent has discount- 
ed the sub-alliance note which secures the 
bank. The sub-alliance is secured by 
a mortgage taken on the crop. or 
the farm of those who bought; or, as it were, 
on the crops of those to whom it has loaned its 
credit. When the note comes due, the sub- 
alliance collects it or sells the property, and 
pays its note in bank. This is a much simpler 
system than the one the merchants now use, 
and has this advantage, that the neighbors 
of every farmer tliat buys on credit are inter- 
ested in seeing that he pays up, or turns over 
his crop to make his default good,” 

“But you still have left out the members 
ofthe supposed alliance who neither have 
credit nor deserve it.” 

‘Precisely. We cannot burden the exchange 
system with such risks. They will get mad, 
of course, and some of them will quit. The 
sooner we get rid of that sort of dead timber, 
the better it will be forus. But many of them 
will remain in their sub-alliance, and so change 
their habits that they will become worthy of 
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credit, and will be included another season in 
the joint note, _ It will be an incentive for a 
smali and poor farmer—the very class we want 
to reach with our benefits—to be saving and 
frugal and industrious. Even though poor, 
he will want to feel worthy of 
the credit and contidence of lis neighbors, and 
to get advantage of special cash buying, and 
be relieved of the burden of a _ heavy 
per cent of usury. The 
ance will be anxious to carry all of 
its members and thus increase its order. There 
is no danger that any worthy and deserving 
man, no matter how poor he. may be, will be 
left out. The very essence of the order forbids 
this. It is helpfulness—helpfulness through 
co-operation—that 1s the cornerstone of the 
alliance. The worthy members, no matter 
how poor they may be, will get the benefit of 
the credit ofthe order—the unworthy mem- 
bers, no matter how smart they may be, will 
not be allowed to impose on it.”’ 

“What is your attitude tothe merchants?’ 

“That of perfect friendJiness and comrade- 
ship. Wedonot fight the legitimate merch- 
ants of the state. We do intend to fight the 
blood suckers. We intend to fight the fellows 
who get the poor farmers under their thambs 
and press them until the heart blood drops out. 
We intend to rid ourselves of the fellow who 
extorts seventy-five and 100 percent profit 
out of the necessities of the farmer who 


builds up his business and anakes it possible for | 


him to prosper. The legitimate merchant we 
will not antagonize but will help. As I toid 
you; we only hope to sell leading articles. We 
will sell these to the fariners at such prices 
that they wiil have more money to spend on 
other articles of general use, and even upon 
luxuries. Once let the farmers be- 
come prosperous and have the cash that 
usnrers to 
spend in general trade, that will make their 
families comfortable and their homes beauti- 
ful. and- the whole state will prosper, 
and legitimate merchants of the coun- 
try very first -to thank us 
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for the revolution we have wrought. Wedo |

Tel! your local merchant we can sell it to you 
at that, but that we are willing that you 
should patronize him oon the same 
terms, freight added. If he sells 
you at this reasonable profit, buy of him. If 
he does not, come to us.’ No merchant and no 
man of common sense will claim it is right 
that the farmer should pay seventy-five per 
cent profit on goods when they are compelled 
to buy on time over what they could get the 
saine goods for at cash. 
say that the farmer ought to be compelled to 
sell his cotton seed at $11 a ton 
toa mill that clears perhaps $10 a ton out of 
their product. It is not the merchant, but 
the blood-suckers that the exchange declares 
war upon.” 

“But how about selling farmers’ products ?”’ 

“That is asimple process. I shall propose 
that all ‘time paper mature on January 
15th, instead of October 15th. Asit is now a 
farmer has to hurry bis picking -and_ rush his 
cotton to market to meet his paper. By chang- 
ing the date of maturity of paper to January 
15th, it will‘enable the farmer to get to market 
in good shave and get the = ad- 
vantage of better prices. Through our 
system of organization, we will find out 
how many bales of cotton the members of 
each county ailiance will have forsale ata 
certain date. We will then have them sent to 
a warehouse selected In each section of 
the state. Our agent will there sample them 
and send the samples direct to importers and 
get prices, or tothe agents of the New Eng- 
land mills. We had arranged to do that 
before the exchange was thought of. 
The fariners pay brokerage to half a dozen 
men, and warehouse charges to half as many, 
before their cotton reaches the exporter. We 
propose to put it to the exporter direct. 
Take hay for example. My section of 
the state next year will have 
a very large amount of hay for sale. When 
the amount is reported to the state exchange 
we will ascertain how much hay alliances in 
other sections want, and it will be transferred 
at the simple cost of freight. So of other arti- 
cles of farm produce. These ideas are in the 
rough. The details will be worked out in 
great prudence and caution, and, of course, 
will be moditied by the experience of our busi- 
ness men, and by the demands of trade 
and our own observation. 

“The theory of the exchange is this: To 
get the advantage of organization, get the co- 
operated credit and to bring the buyer and 
seller face toface. By making our orders to- 
gether and by ordering what we want in one 
order instead of 50,000 orders we get the ad- 
vantage of the very lowest possioie price. By 
shipping these leading articles direct from the 
factory or through our warehouse for the farmer 
we eliminate the cumbrous and costly system 
of brokers, middle men and agents.’’ 

‘You are confident that the exchange 
be started ?”’ 

‘IT may say that I am. The money is now 
subscribed. Nearly one-fourth of the required 
amount is actually paidin. The county alliances 
rapidly raising tne balance. I .believe the 
farmers have more confidence in this phase of 
the alliance work than in any other. It com- 
mends itself to their solid common sense. Just 
as you have been selling that machine for 317, 
that regular agents are still selling at $35 and 
£40, illustrates what the exchange can do if 
itis properly worked. Ihave nodonubt the 
$50,000 will be paid in less than ninety days, 
and then will be inaugurated a scheme that 
promises more for the prosperity of this whole 
people—and I speak deliberately—than any 
scheme that has been devised in twenty years. 
Talk about the merchants fighting us. Why 
we shall have the hearty prayers and well 
wishes of every man who loves Georgia, its 
good name, its whole people, whether he be 
merchant, farmer or lawyer.”’ ; 

‘It is the farmer who has built thecities and 
made them prosperous, and he has been op- 
pressed and burdened beyond his strength, and 
unless he gets relief, and speedy and perma- 
neut relief, the unspeakable oppression that 
now holds him will lay its touch on every 
town and city in the state. I have studied 
this question day after day, and:jnight after 
night, and I know that in honest 
and frank and straightforward ways we can 
through this exchange lift the heaviest bur-

THE FARMERS OF GEORGIA. 

Our agricultural commissioner, Henderson, 
made acurious statement at the Brunswick 
convention. He asserted that his department 
had inspected 1,400 more tons of fertilizers this 
year up to the first of February than the same 
time last year. The books of the department 
show that this increase has been kept up. 

The agitation among the farmers against 
guano, and the resolution of hundreds of alli- 
ances that they would not buy guano at pres- 
ent prices, led to the belief that this year’s in- 
spections would fall very much behind those 
of last year. THe ConstrrutIon asked Com- 
missioner Henderson about it, and he said: 

‘*I was astonished at these figures myself.’’ 

“What is the explanation?” | ; 

“To begin with, an inspection does not mean 
a sale. There were fewer tons of guano 
brought into the state this year than before. 
The increase to a large extent come; from the 
Georgia factories which are now scattered 
pretty well over the state. They have the 
fertilizers made, and they offe> them for in- 
spection as they are made. My opinion, how- 
ever, Is that the farmers are buying about as 
rapidly as last yexr, and that more 
guano will be actually sold in Georgia this 
yeir than wer: sold last year in spite of the 
agitation against fertilize-s. You see the guano 
is a necessity to the farmer, and when farmers 
determined they would not buy until the mer- 
chants lowered the price, it was simply a ques- 
tion of endurance ‘The merchants would not 
reduce, and the farmers were Obliged to buy.”’ 

Mr. Khedding: “Many of the farmers were in 
this fix. Their Crops demanded Suan, 
The alliance:nan may have agreed not to buy 
for himself, but he could not resist the demand 
of hisrenters They would say, ‘We cannot 
make a crop without guano,’ and this would 
compel him tobuy. Then again the dealers in 
Soine cases have promised the alliances to re- 
duce the price. I see from your paper that 
Mr, Wigley, the Cherokee county buyer, ob- 
tained reduced prices. I am not surprised 
that the guano sales of this year will surpass 
those of last. Guano is a necessity. It is the 
basis of intensive furmmg, and is a 
friend of the poor 
Cheaper to buy guano and make one 
acre produce what two would yield, than 
to do without guano, and cultivate two acres. 
The farmer should rely on home feriilizers to 
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| improve the condition of his land, but he must 


rely on guanos to make his crop.” 

THE WORK OF THE ALLIANCE IN GEORGIA, 

‘Your department must have evidences of 
the good accomplished by the alliance. What 
are these ?”’ 

Commissioner Henderson: ‘First, the alli- 
ance has taught the farmers economy. They 
realize the absolute necessity of getting toa 
cash basis, and getting from ander the oppres- 
sion of 65 per cent usury now charged them on 
time purchases. The farmers are simply heroic 
in their endeavors to escape this. They buy 
only the necessities of life, and will make this 
year’s crop freer from debt than they have 
been in twenty years. This is a tribute to the 
teachings of the alliance.”’ \ 

Mr. Redding: ‘‘The educative effect of the 
alliance is beneficial, The farmers are tatight 
tothink. They get together and discuss tljese 
questions, and each farmer goes home studying 
overa problem, They are taking more papers, 
reading more tlosely, discussing more fteely. 
Then, tog, it has taught them their power. 
They see now that when they band together 
they can demand terms, As it is, the tarmer 
does not put a price on a single thing he sells, 
or a single thing he bays. This can be said of 
no other class. It is charged that the alliance 
has broken many country merchants, or 80 
withheld trade that many will have to quit 
business. The trouble is we have had too many 
merchants. If four stores were dividing the 
business of a neighborhood that one store 
could handle, they must charge higher profits 
to maintain four separate stores. If three 
break or guit business. and leave the whole 
business to one merehant, he conld do it at 
one-fourth the cost, and reduce the price ina- 
terially. The farmers have been asleep. The 
alliance has waked them up. They have been 
ignorant of their power. The alliance 
taught them what it is.’’ 

“Have you found an increase in stock-rais- 
ing, pasturing and diversified farming?’ 

Commissioner Henderson: ‘*Not much in- 
crease in grasses, tooursurprise. ‘The farmers 
are slow to move in new directions, being pru- 
dent and cautious. The deaters report no ex- 
tra sales for grass seed, There is an increase 
in horse breeding. In almost every county 
there is a nucleus of farmers who are raising 
their own colts, and this industry has 
great advance. J here issome increase in hogs 
and other stock, but not so much as we ex- 
pected,”’ 

“What do you think of the outiook ?”’ 

“lt is hopeful. You must remember it 1s 
only a few years since the grea ution in 
which the farmers suffered most of all. We 
were deprived of our slaves. That hurt the 
townpeeple 1:ore or less, but it was ruin to the 
farmer; because it took his labor froin him. It 
forced a revoiution in his work. This was less 
than twenty-five years ago, and the progress of 
the farmer in new paths has been as fast as 
could be expected, This thing, however, the 
farmer has fearned at Jasi: ‘That he has been 
a wealth producer all the time, but has re 
tained none of the wealth. He has day from 
the soil the product ihat has built large cities, 
and made great fortune:, and all the time has 
not kept enough in his ewn hands to enable 
himself and his family to live in comfort. ‘his 
truth the alliance has impressed on bis mind, 
and he will not rest until some system is de- 
vised and established on which he can hold as 
his own enough of the wealih he produces to 
maintain his family in comfort and secure them 
against want. Jfow this will be brought about 
none cantell, It ought to come without an- 
tagonism or friction between classes, for when 
it does come every class will be beiter ofi and 
more prosperous.”’ 
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WASHINGTON, Ga., February.—Editors Con- 
stitution: Yours of Jannary 2th has been re- 
ceived, and should have been answered sooner 
but for the want of time. 

You ask particularly of the condition of the 
farmers of this section. [tis deplorable— worse 
than 1 have ever known it since the first vear 
after the war. The crons of all 
kinds were a failure— provisions of all 
kinds required for tlie making 
of the crop were unusually high, so that the 
making of the crop cost more than usual and 
the price of cotton, (the farmers only money 
ero}, and alas! that it should be so,the one on 
which he relies to pay for all other things) 
very low, hence very many of them have not 
been able to pay up for last year’s advance. 
This has cramped the merciants greatly and 
they are notable or willing to advance the 
necessary supplies for making another crop. 
so that the prospect now is, 1t will be a hard 
year to 20 through with. And 
yet, while this is all {rue 
and is very hard toendure at the time, I be- 
lieve it will prove a great blessing to our sec- 
tion—for just sucha lesson as this is the only 
kind which will drive in tie fact, so often re- 
peated and so ably urged ver and over acain. 
that we can never prosper or be independent, 
until ‘‘we live at home’ or produce our nec- 
essary supplies on the farm. When we once 
become perfectly convinced of that fact and 
make it the tirst object of our farm to make 
everything possible 


for our comfortable 
living on the farm,and look upon the 
cotton crop. as 
money crop—then I 


only tie surplus or 
believe, we 
will prosper wonderfully. 


Last vear’s experi- 
ence will do more to teach farmers that lesson 
than all the writing and lecturing in the world 
would. 

If every farmer made all his necessary sup- 
plies at home, the cotton, when made, would 
belong to him, aud could. be marketed as he 
needed the money. Then cotton would always 
command a fair price, for it would be sold as 
there was ademand forit. Now, practically, 
the crop passes out of the hands of the farm- 
ers in three or four months, the markets are 
glutted, and the cotton has to be sold for less 
than it costs to make it. 

"Tis true there are many an§$ great difficnl- 
ties the ‘farmer has to contend with. He is 
fleeced and shorn on every hand until he be- 
comes su used toitit never occurs to him to 
make any resistance or try to protect himself. 
The tariff laws are a great burden on farmers 
and render possible the ‘trusts’ and ‘‘pools” 
formed on every hand to fleece hiin. 

But the subject is too wide and deep for my 
feeble powers,sol must leave it for wiser 
heads; but until farmers become _ seif- 
sustaining I can see no way ont of 
any of the ditticuities Which 
beset him. As it is now they are perfect 
slaves, bound hand and foo} and have to sub- 
init to anything the money power of the land 
put upon them. Many of them 
have been dependant so long, they are actually 
losing all desire for independence, and look 
upon it as the natural order and condition of 
things. They have become idle and shiftless 
and make no eifort to help themselves. How- 
ever, itis high time for metostop. I had no 
idea of writing such an epistle when [ began, 
for the subject is. too much for me to tackle, 
Yours truly, C. A. ALEXANDER. 

March 9, 1889.—The next 
subject for discussion is the eonsideration of a 
remedy for the enormous per cent paid by 
farmers for supplies ‘ton time.’”’ 

The intolerable oppression of this system has 
been heretofore set fourth. The average 
charge upon the farmer, as before stated, is 
estimated at seventy-nine per Cent perannum. 

Our legislature alone have the power to 
remedy this evil. 

The way to stop this matter by law is to frame 
a statute, making it penal for one 
to sell any kind of yoods to  an- 
other to be paid for in future, 
for which the seller is to receive more than 18 
per cent per annum, 

So word the law that no device can evade it. 
Let it be no class legislation, but cover the sale 
of all kinds of merchandise; and the loan of 
money. Let no citizen so take advantage of the 
necessities of another as to charge or receive 
more than the above per cent upon the “cash” 
market value of the furnished. Make 
both the parties to such a coutract subject to 
nne or limprisonment, Require 
grand juries to examiie into the _ trans- 
gression of this statute. Make the “time” 
business lose its respectability. The legisla- 
ture can and ought to pass suchalaw. This 
would relieve the rs of this state of an 
average of 61 percent per annum upon their 
purchases of supplies ‘‘ontime.’’ The average 
of Georgia farmers who need and purchase 
supplies on time may be safely estimated 
at nine-tenths of the*® whole number. 
The next question that presents itself is a rem- 
edy for the oppressive tax by railroads upon 
agricuiture.

trary. 

The railroads labor ander the great disad_ 
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Instead thereof, it is the con- | 


vantage of representing on their construction 
and equipment a larger sum than their actual 
cost, 

This has been caused, and is being 
caused in their present construction, by 
the formation of companies within com- 
panies, who issue more stock and bonds than 
the cost of the railroad, and otherwise create 
indebtedness going mostly into the pockets of 
persons out of the state of Georgia. 

These transactions are consumated under 
the cruise of law. 

They are plain frauds upon those who sub- 
scribe money to build the road and who pur. 
chase the bonds. 

The people have to pay for all this. 

To pay this indebtedness 
country through which the railroad 
runs must be pressed to its last 
tesotirce for money. A railroad ought not to 
be permitted to make upon its business a sum 
eregter than suflicient tokeep its appointments 
in the best of style, and pay a fair dividend 
upon the actual cost of its construction and 
equipment. 

To this end, as far as can be, our railroad 
commission should soregulate by their decrees. 

If our lines of transportation were brought 
to something like this condition of affairs, the 
relief to the people and throngh them to agri- 
culture, would be immense 

The proposed remedy is severe, but the evil 
is great. 

Our authorities should relieve the farmer of 
the three great burdens that have been dis- 
eussed under the bead of ‘Commercial Fertil- 
izers,’’ ‘‘Time Prices’’ and ‘‘Oppressive Tax 
by Railreads,” all of which annually consume 
his surplus. 

If this should be done, I do not think I 
make an oyer estimate to say that it will add 
°0 per cent tothe net income of the average 
fariner. 

He will then have money in his pocket to 
fence in his land—to make pastures for cattle 
and hogs, 

To plant food crops, to make his farm 
sustaining.” 

He will have money and time to inclose an 
orchard; and can look some years in the 
future when his farm will present an appear- 
ance of which he will be proud. 

Until the faymer gets in a position that he 
can make a si#plus to improve his farm, the 
country will remain in its present condition, 
As the country prospers, the cities advance. 

Our farms must be owned and controlled in 
person by white people. 

The negro as a land owner detracts from the 
value of the land that adjoins him. He cares 
not for a painted house and pleasant surround- 
ings. If such are given him, they. sovn show, 
by a dilapidated appearance, the semi-civilized 
character of the inmate. Without ambition 
or a desire to accumulate, he is satisfied 
with a simple living. He 6s. 
shiftless farmer, putting but little intelligence 
inthe soil. Land given up to him soon de- 
teriorates. Above all, the white farmer does 
not wish him asa near neighbor. 

The plantations of Georgia must be divided 
into sinall farms and nnder the ownership of 
intelligent white people. The appearance of 
our beloved state will be indeed beautifal. 

The wealth that the soil and climate of 
Georgia is capable of producing is equal to the 
higiiest estimate, 

is capacity isso varied and manifold that 
it woulda be tedious to mention the products 
Georgia is capable of growing for the markets 
of the world. 

A suggestion of one subject alone, fruit trees 
and vineyards, brings up before the minda 
revenue from wine, dried and canned fruits 
that would rival our cotton crop in value. 

The farmers of [this state ought to combine 
as far as can be to demand legislative reforms 
that affect their welfare. 

All good citizens, and none moreso than the 
farmer. should interest themselves in political 
affairs. ‘The laws made affect us all. 

Our legislature will soon move into a@ mag- 
nificent capitol, paid for by bonds and they are 
to be paid principal and interest by taxes from 
the neople. 

The man whose 
a prosperous [condition 
of taxes more than others. Those of our leg- 
islature who stand as -it were at the treas- 
ury to prevent unnecessary expenditures, are 
the true friends of the farmers. 

He who saves money without impairing the 
public service adds to the comfort of every 
hearthstone in the state. 

Our expenditures and salaries of all kinds 
are sufficient. They command the best talent 
we have. 

The dignity of an _ office § doccs not 
consist in display or expenditure 
of money. Neither is it suitable in the present 
con‘lition of atfairs. In closing these letters I 
beg leave to suggest the best motto that !

A SHUDDER IN EVERY LINE, 


Frightful Condition of the Lepers of Mo- 
lokai. 

Lonpon, January 20.—The latest news from 
Father Damnies, ‘‘the apostle of the lepers,’ 
comes in a ie tter from his assistant the Rev 
M. Conrardy, an American on who went to 
Molokai some months ago to assist the sufferer. 
The ministers of the Episcopal church started 
a fund for Father Damien sometime ago, and 
have promiscd to collect for him the hand- 
some sum of £1,000. Indeed, it became fash- 
ionable for all who claimed tobe ] hilauthees 
pists to forward personal contributions to the 
priest whose sufferings death alone can end 
and whose devotion to his charge has received 
such universal commendation. 

Father Conrardy’s letter is. a@dressed to a 
Birmingham gentleman, and declares that 
Father Damien cannot live much longer; that 
in ‘all probability he would be dead before the 
letter reached Iengland. Father Damien has, 
according to his associate, seen the population 
of Molokai renew itself three times, the aver- 
age duration of a biner’s life being about seven 
years. 

Not long ago the lepers undertook to build a 
little chureh. The only inason they had was 
an Irishman—a leper—and Father Damien, 
having yet the use of his bands, the only car- 
penter. However, they managed to get the 
building, such as it is, ready for covering. The 
roofing was to be of iron, but while unloading 
it in a small boat, the latter capsized and the 
iron is now at the bottom of the sea. It took 
five months to bring the iron from Enegland, 
and the lepers will have to wait that length of 
time for another consignment. It was to build 
this church that the fund was started by the 
clergymen of the Episcopal church, and the 
interest in the project can be imagined from 
the fact that the Episcopalian bishops of Man 
chester and Peterborough and other prominent 
prelates declare that they find in the leper- 
priest “the most striking illustration that could 
he adduced of the living power of Christianity.’’ 

The popu! lation of Molokai is now 1,150. 
‘‘Reguiariy, every week,” hawrites, ‘fa smalk 
stcamer m: ied 8 its appearance here, und very 
carly in the morning announces, by the loud 
blowing of its whistle, that lepers have been 
landed. Then, those who can, hurry to thé 
Shore. Often we find our new-comers soaking 
wet. Now again begin the cries and tears, for 
one sees here the meeting again of a husband 
and his wife, cr a wife seeing r her husband 
among them, sometimes a ¢ hild seeing its 
father or mother. They take the names of the 
new arrivals and every one sets out to finda 
lodging. Although Iam nota leper, I could 
not leave hereto go to any other of these 
islands without a proper certificate from the 
board ef health. But Ihave no wish to go 
anywhere. My. mission is here, and here Iii 
reinain.”’ 

Until about a year ago Father Conrardy was 
connected with the archdiocese of Oregon, in 
the United Siates. Father Damien is a native 
of Belgium, and is about 45 years old. Shortly 
after his ordination in 1864 he went as a mis- 
sionary to the Hawaiian Islands. The bishop of 
these islands wanted a priest for the lepers, 
and Father Damien volunteered. He was 
landed on Molokai, and allowed to provide for 
himself the best he could. Hehad so much to 
doin simply attcuding to the wants of the 
dying people that he was unable to provide 
sheiter for himself for a long time. Once 
placed on the island he had to resign his 
liberty. The sheriff-had orders to arrest him 
if he cressed to any of the neighboring 
isiands. He is priest physician and 
teacher, the children born « of lepers depending 
on him foredueation. King Kalakaua has 
learned to admire him, amd a few years ago 
bestowed on him the privileges of the medical 
inspector and the decoration of knight com- 
mander of the order of Kalakaua I. He does 
not avail himself of the former, and the latter 
is of worthless service to him in the social cir- 
cles of the leper colony. The Irish leper to 
whom reference has been made has been a sol- 
dier in the English army. His name is Walsh, 
and he reached Honolulu in broken health and 
reduced circumstances just atthe timea su per- 
intendent was needed to keep the colony in 
order. He accepted the position, with the re- 
sult that he is a leper himself today and pining 
for relief in deain.

‘a check, and the market, for thetime being, became 
comparatively dull, while aslight improvement was 
shown in the quotations. Oregon stocks were con- 
spicuously weak in the first drive and Short Line 
dropped nearly two points, while others were held 
up better. Toward noon the bank statement was 
issued and showed a loss of over $3,000,000 in surplus 
reserve, andthe rumor that $5,0-0,000 had been 
shipped west, brought ona renewal of the selling 
movement and prices again rapidly dropped, reach-

It must be said, however, that while the ra- 
tions include few vegetables, they are liberal 
enough to leave asurplus which is easily con- 
verted into money that will supply vegetables 
in abundance. On a 237 acre 
reservation like this there is plenty 
of room for gardens and the 
posts usually raise plenty of vegetables. 

This exercise does the men good, and they 
are encouraged to indulge in all sorts of out- 
door sports. Almost every post has a good 
basebali nine, and in the west the men are en- 
couraged in bunting because it makes them 
expert with the rifle. 

The ten company post at Atlanta is equal, if 
not superior, in equipment and construction to 
it will compare favora- 
bly with those being erected at Fort Riley, 
Fort Snelling, Chicago and Newport. 

“The erection of these five permanent posts,” 
said Captain Jacobs, ‘is the result of the prac- 
tical settlement of the Indian question and the 
increasing necessity for large bodies of troops 
near our large cities. The business men of 
Chicago were so much impressed with this 


that they presented the government with 600. 


acres of land for the post at that point. They 
knew that but for the presence of the national 
police near the large cities in 1877, it would 
have been impossible for the state force to pre- 
serve order ” 

It will require three more large dormitories 
with accommodations for two companies each 
to complete barracks for ten companies. 
Seyen double oflicers’ quarters are ready for 
occupation, and ten more are to be erected. 
These with the two buildings for field officers’ 
and commanding officers’ quarters, will house 
the thirty-six officers of aregiment, Including 
twenty-first and second lieutenants, ten cap- 
tains, the adjutant, quartermaster, major, coi- 
one! and two surgeons. 

There are seventeen double houses with 
thirty-four suiies for the thirty-two captains 
and jieutenants, including the adjutant and 
quartermaster. Each suite consists of a par- 
lor or sitting room, diningroom,  but- 
ler’s pantry, kitchen and laundry, down 
Stairs ani bath room, and two 
bed rooins above. ‘The kiichen has a large 
range and arrangements for sending hot and 
eold water through the house. ‘Therooms are 
liguted by cas and heated by grates and 
furnaces. The buildings are all built sub. 
stantially on the same specifications though 
the stvie of architecture is varied and the 
finish is in different woods in different houses. 

Lhe tield ofticer’s; quarters, for which the 
contract has just been let, will be on the same 
general plan though somewhat larger, and will 
cost about 32] ,000, The comman ding oflicer’s 
quarters, a little larger still, will cost $23,000, 

Tie substantial charactor of the work im- 
presses you in all the quarters. The stairs are 
substantial with hardwood rails and newels in 
ash, oak and walnut. 

The hospital has two twelve bed wards in 
the ends, with the surgeon’s office aud dispen- 
sary between, and the diningroom on one side. 
Up stairs is an isolation ward, where patients 
with contagious diseases are to be kept. 

The deadiiouse, about fifty yards from the 
hospital, is a place where corpses are taken 
immediately after death, in order to relieve 
the patients in the ward from the depressing 
eh éct. 

The post will always be open to the public, 
and it is a pleasant drive from the city—a mile 
anda half belgian blocks and two and a half 
on macadan.

DAU MALE WILL RETURN. 


The Chamber of Deputies Kevokes the De 
cree of Expnision. 

Paris, March %.—The revocation by the 
government of the decreé of exile against the 
Duke D’ Aumale was approved hy the chamber 
of deputies today. ‘Tbe chamber, by a vote of 
6 to 147, sustained the action of the govern- 
ment. 

M. Pelletan opened the debate on the ques- 
tion of revocation of the decree of exile against 
Duke D’Aumale. He objected to the recall of 
the duke because, he said, it was not an act of 
kindness, but a political step. 

M. Coustans, minister of the interior, justi- 
fied the withdrawal of the decree, which, he 
said, was a useless measure. The government 
held that, by his three years exile, Duke 
D’Aumale had been sufficiently punished. 
The duke, M. Constans said, was exiled not 
because he was a pretender to the throne of 
France. but for addressing a disrespectful let- 
ter to the p resident of the republic. The gov. 
ernment, in revoking the decree of exile, did 
—e from political motives, but merely de- 
sire 


TO DO AN ACT OF JUSTICE 
to an old soldier who loved France above all 
things, and whose presence would in no way 
endanger the country. Andrieux and Floquet 
approved the recall of the duke. 

M. Milleraud demanded urgency for and 
immediate discussion of the question of grant- 
ing amnesty to persons imprisoned under the 
laws dealing with strikes, public speaking and 
press offenses. 

Premier Tirard accepted the proposal of 
urgency, but opposed an inimediate debate. 
He stated that the government was disposed 
tose largely its powers of clemency, but 
would not consent to amnesty. The proposal 
for immediate discussion was negatived by a 
vote of 045 to 155. 

The public proseentor has compiled and 

sent to M. Thevanet, minister of Justice, an 
indictment under the secret societies law 
against Deroulede, Richard and Gallian, offi- 
cers of the patriotic league, and Deputies La- 
Lasant and furquet, and Senator 
Naguel, 
Austria and Germany. 

Vienna, March 9.—Debate on the budget 
was continued in the lower house of the reichs- 
rath today. In the discussion of the vote for 
the secret service fund, LHlerr Pichler, mem- 
ber of a -German elub, attacked the govern 
and de- 
clared that the ministry ought not to play a 
fast and loose patriotism with so loyal a people 
as the Germans in Austria. Prime Minister 
Von Taafe replied that the government upheld 
the principle of equal rights for all races, and 
desired to carry the principle into effect. No- 
body, he said, could be forced into feelings of 
loye and conciliation, but the government, 
nevertheless, hoped to establish a harmonivus 
understanding. It must not be forgotten that 
other people of the empire had shed their blood 
for the emperor and the country as well as the 
Gernran-Austrians, and would joyfully do so 
again in a common cause. This statement 
of the premier was loudly cheered. The vote 

was adopted—138 to 120.

Sarge Looking Over the Fields of Troup 
County. 
Troup Country, Ga., March 7, 1889—I have 
today walked over land that made last year 
three bales of cotton per acre. The piat of 
ground contaigs five acres, and fifteen bales of 
cotton were gathered from it of last year’s crop. 
I have always been skeptical about this 
three bales to the acre business, but as I 
looked apon the stalks of cotton that are still 
upon the ground, and into the honest face of 
Mr. George Truitt as he related his mode of 
culture, and told me from his own lips 
that three bales per acre were gathered, 
my doubts vanished and I have become an en- 
thusiast upon the intensive system of farming. 

Despite the hard knocks I have reccived in 
the shortribs from the handles of the old 
fashion plowstock, there has always been 
something about them that stirred up pleasant 
memories,and I have struggled to believe 
that it was best to keep them and best to 
stick to the ways of our fathers, but when Mr. 
Truitt led the way over mellow fields and 
pointed out the “‘gaulds,” reclaimed and 
‘‘washed,” I stopped. 5 was compelled 
to turn aback the — delusion. that I 
cherished with something of pride 
and agree with my friend, that the old- 
fashioned way of bouncing and scratching with 
the ‘‘scooter’’ was in no way to be compared 
for good with the portly two-horse plow that 
cuts its way deep down in the clay, and moves 
as steady and smoothly as a boat upon the wa- 
ter. 

Old Troup county has many things to in- 
spire feelings of hope for the future of Geor- 
gia. Her towns are thriving, and her farms 
are blooming with plenty toa degree that is 
surprising to one who has heard so much of 
the noyerty of the farmers. I have seen 
farms today that to deserve the credit

The familiar fable of the upas tree. living in 
a valley of death wherein all tife was killed by 
its deadly exhalations and the ground was 
strewn with the Lones of its victims, has been 
proven, like many @ traveler’s tale, to be a 
highly colored and exaggerated account of a 
natural phenomenon, The upas tree is now 
well known to have poisonous sap, but not 
poisonous vapors, But the story sérvives inthe 
accounts civen of the Death Valley of Java, 
which it was long believed notraveler could 
cross, ‘wherein every living being which pene- 
trated the valley falls down dead, and the soil 
ts covered with the carcasses of tigers, deer, 
birds, and even the bones of men, all killed by 
the atundant exhalations of carbonic-acid gas, 
with which the bottom of the valley is filled.” 
Such is the description given by Lyell of this 
famous valley; while another locality is des- 
cribed asa place where ‘‘the sulphurous ex- 
halations have’ killed tigers, birds, and in- 
numerable insects, a the soft parts of these 
animals are perfectly preserved, while the 
bones are croded and entirely destroyed.’’

Arnold ‘Ha: sue, the geo, logist in charge 
of the survey of the pe vk. it is situated in the 
extrenie northeastern portion of this reserva- 
tion, a short distance south of the mail route, 
whic! h, leaving Lamar river, follows up Soda 
Butte creck to the mining camp of Cook City. 
In this region the lavas which ‘fill the ancient 
basin of the park rest upon the flanks of moun- 
tains formed of fragmentary volcanic ejecta, 
and tertiary andesitic breccias, which rest in 
turn upon ne arly horizontal paleozoic strata, 
while the hydrothermal forces, which are 
repre ented by the geysers and hot springs of 
the central portion of the park, where the lava 
sheet is thicker, show but feeble manifesta- 
tions of their energy in the almost extinct hot- 
spring areas of Seda creek, Lamar river, Cache 
ereek and Miller creek.

it is at one of these places that the fatal ra- 
vine isfound. Situated on Cache creek, but 
two miles above its confluence with Lainar 
river, itis easily reached by a horseback ride 
of some miles from the mail station of Soda 
Butte, The region is, however, r rarely visited ;

erfectly fresh, though offe saiveancagh atthe 

ime of a later visit. The remains of a cinna- 
mon bear just above and alongside of this were 
in an advanced state of decomposition, while 
the other skeletons were almost denuded ol 
flesh, though the claws ar’ much of the hair 
remained. It was apparen. that these animals, 
as well as the squirrels and insects, had not 
x ttheir death by violence, but had been 
asphyxiated by the irrespirable gas given off in 
the gulch. The hollows were tested for carbonic 

acid vas with lighted tapers without proving 
its presence ; but the strong smell of sulphur 
and a choking sensation of the lungs indicated 
the presence of noxious gases, While the strong 
Wind pre vailing at the ume, together with the 
open nature of ‘the ravine, must have caused a 
rapid diffusion of the vapors.

It is only when we come to the political action of 
the south that there arises what we have spoken of 
--a deep seated and increasing irritation in the 
northern mind, which more and more makes the 
north solid. What northern voters sec and have 
seen for many years isthat a large section of the 
union—a large number of states, year after year, 
vote as though thev were in-a combine; ough 
their voters almost all thought aiike on all the vari- 
ous political questions which arise. Northern 
voters do not pethaps reason yery deeply about this 
phenomenon, They dislike it, because they do not 
believe it natural; they think it unnatural, because 
they do not find itin theirown communities, 

We can furnish a perfectly natural ex- 
planation. of what the Herald calls ‘‘an un- 
natural condition’’—and we trust it will lay 
the explanation before its readers. 

It is not the hope of political 
that holds thesouth together. We are wise 
politicians, if we are nothing else. And we 
know that to hold the southern states to- 
gether is to invite like solidity in the north. 
We know that the south is already the 
minority section—and that. the northern 
majority will be largely increased by the ac- 
quisition of four new states and by the 
declaration of the next-census. The sug- 
gestions of political expediency, therefore, 
are that the south should divide,and through 
the shrewdness of its leaders, inheriting 
statecraft with their blood, take its chances 
ina new deal! 

We understand, then, that we do not pro- 
mote our politicai fortunes, but the reverse, 
by holding the south solid. But there is a 
reason wiliy the property and intelligence of 
the south should be compacted and _ solid. 
That reason is found in the presence of 
an ignorant and irresponsible element, so 
large that the slightest division in the other 
class would it the balance of power. 
That is all there is of it! 

We do not here discuss the race question 
—which goes deeper than the needs of this 
articlelead us. We simply put the issue on— 
the responsibility and the irresponsibity— 
the intelligence and the ignorance—the- in- 
tegrity and the purchasability of the two 
elementsof voters. And we declare that if, 
asin Georgia, 60 per cent of the vote was 
white and 40 per cent colored in Michigan 
or Massachusetts, no power on earth could 
permanently so divide the 60 per cent as to 
make it possible for the 40 per cent to hold 
the balance of power. If the 40 per cent 
was white, but of such irresponsibility as 
is found in the 40 per cent in Georgia, the

The Negro in the North. 

The story of negro life in the north, told 
by a correspondent in another column, is a 
glooming one. 

After nearly three-quariers of acentury of 
freedom the 65,000 blacks of New York 
have relapsed into a_ state of semi-barba- 
rism. Ostracised and forced downward by 
the antipathy of their white neighbors, 
they form separate communities and go 
their way without a word of cheer or with- 
out a helping hand. 

The northern negroes are prevented, by 
the prejudices of the whites, from learning 
Only the most menial occu- 
pations are open to them. White mew will 
not work with them. People treat them 
coldiy and resent their appearance in public. 
They may vote; but that is all. They do 
not ask for political recognition. Genera- 
tions of such treatment have made the 
blacks stupid and brutish, and even in their 
amusements they exhibit a savagery never 
seen on a southern plantation. 

The southern negroes have 
such unfavorable conditions. Their lines 
have been cast in pleasant piaces. Surround- 
ed by their old masters and their children, 
they have, since their emancipation, leaned 
upon the tried and tested friendship of 
their white fellow-citizens, Here they have 
no unkind prejudices to combat. White 
men work side by side with them, and com- 
petition has never yet led to the race con- 
flicts occasionally reported from the eastern 
and middle states. 

The negroes of the south 
helped onward and upward by the 
southern white man; in the north 
they have been pushed downward al! 
the time. Here they enjoy freedom; there 
they are worse off than the happy, well-fed 
slaves of former days on an old-fashioned 
plantation.

mysteries are briefly hinted at in a sketch of 
his life by Mrs. M. O. W. Oliphant, the 
novelist, who, though of the same hame, was 
not related to Laurence. 

No doubt some of the readers of THr Con- 
STITUTION have read his social satire ‘Pica- 
dilly.’’ which created something of a sensation 
in England several years ago. The book isa 
very brilliant one, and shows Laurence Oli- 
phant at his bestas a writer, but there are 
some singular passages in it, especial- 
ly the passage where the half-mad, 
despondent hero finds himself in the presence 
of ‘‘one’’ who took him by: the arm, soothed 
his troubled spirit, and commanded him to 
‘live the life.” 


It came to be understood among Laurence 
Oliphant’s most intimate friends that he was 
wholly under the inflence of a myster- 
ious prophet living’ in America—a 
prophet to whom, according to the 
belief of his disciple, all things were revealed, 
and who spoke face to face with the Lord and 
His saints, but yet a man going about the 
common waysof the world. This is a be- 
wildering statement to make; and it becomes 
more bewildering still when the 
reader ig told that this wonderful prophet 
is 32 man by the naine of 
Harris. Mr. Oliphant ajludes to him 
with cheerful politeness as Mr. Harris. 
Heaven help usall! A prophet named Har- 
ris! Jones would do, be

passable, but Harris! Really this seems to be 
carrying matters too far., Llifkins would be 
better, and Jorkins would be an excellent 
name fora North Americn prophet.

On Tuesday after the news of the discovery 
of Mrs. Hawes’ body was printed in Sunday’s 
CONSTITUTION, December 2d, an incident oc- 
curred near Atlanta that may even yet prove 
to be important in the trial of Dick Hawes. 

The story became known in police circles 
yesterday and was told the first time to Cap- 
tain E. F. Couch. 

It was told by Dr. C. F. Binder, the Edge- 
wood chemist. 

“On Tuesday, December 4th,’”’ said he, ‘a 
coupe drove up tothe front gate of my home 
in Edgewood. There were init a negro wo- 
man and alittle white boy. My son, C. F. 
Binder, Jr., happened to be at home when the 
coupe stopped. 

‘‘The negro woman asked the way to Jule 
Wiley’s house. 

** *You have passed the house,’ said my son. 
He then gave her directions for finding it. 

‘* *T heard that Jule was in Birmingham,’ 
said my son. 

‘* ‘No,’ said the woman, ‘he is not there.’ 

* *How do you know?’ she was asked. 

** ‘Because,’ said she,‘I have just come from 
Birmingham myself.’ 

“The coupe was turned around then and 
driven in the direction of Jule Wiley’s home,” 
-‘*Are you certain about the date?’’ asked 
Captain Couch. 

‘*Yes,’’ said the doctor,’”’ I am certain that it 
was on Tuesday after the first dispatch was 
printed in Sunday’s CONSTITUTION.”’ 

“Did the woman say whose child the little 
white boy was?’ 

‘*No, [think not.” 

“Do you know what became of the negro 
woman ?”’ 

‘‘No, I do not.”’ 

It will be remembered that whien the first 
body was found there was considerable mystery 
about it. It was not identified at once, and it 
was several days after the murder before 
Hawes was arrested. 

Very few people in Atlanta paid any atten- 
tion to the matter until Hawes was arrested, 
and it was before this arrest that the negro 
woman came from Birmingham to find Joe 
Wiley’s house. 

Had the incident occurred four or five days 
later it would evidently have attracted the at- 
tention and excited suspicion, but happening 
as it did it passed almost unnoticed and was 
nearly forgotien.

All this was explained in a smooth, oily 
fashion, as glittering and picturesque as it was 
vague and indefinite, and asa matter of course 
quite a number af negroes were victi imized. 

Sometimes the meetings were advertised by 
means of the carefally distributed circulars, 
and at other times the time and place and 
audience were alike impromptu.
